JEFFERSON CITY, May 8 — 
The King-Thompson bill, prohibit- 
ing strikes against public utilities 


and authorizing seizure of utilities 
by the Governor in case of actual 
or threatened strikes, was p 

in the Senate late yesterday. All 
ef many amendments designed to 
defeat the purpose of the bill or 
delay its passage were beaten. 

Passed by the Senate in the 
exact form in which it was ap- 
proved by the House, the bill now 
awaits only the signature of Gov. 
Donnelly. As it was the direct 
result of recommendations by the 
Governor to the Legislature, his 
signature is considered virtually 
certain. It will become effective 
90 days after the beginning of the 
Legisiature’s summer recess, 
which is scheduled for about 
June 1. Thus it will go into effect 
about Aug. 29. 

The opposition of labor, which 
has been particularly active the 
last few days, wae directed prin- 
cipally against the severe penalty 
gection and against the provision 
authorizin 
seniority 
ing utility employes, imposes 
heavy fines on unions and their 
officers engaging in strikes, and 
heavy fines on utilities for lock- 
outs. 

Penalties include a fine of $1000 
against a union officer who par- 
ticipates in calling or supporting a 
utility strike, a fine of $10, A 
day for union violation of the bill, 
and a $10,000-a-day fine against 
any utility engaging in a lockout. 

President Truman, asked at his 
press conference today to com- 
ment as a Missourian on the pas- 
sage of the bill, said that he had 
no comment-as he knew nothing 
about the measure. 

Party Division on Passage. 

After more than four hours of 
debate, during which 10 amend- 
ments were proposed, the bill was 

by a vote of 20 to 11, the 
affirmative vote being two more 
than required under the Consti- 
tution. Fourteen Republicans and 
six Democrats voted for it, and 
four Republicans and seven Dem- 
ocrats against.

SENATE VOTES 
CONTROL OF HEALTH FUNDS 


TO BAR UNION 


Amendment to Labor Bill Forbids Involun- 
tary Check-off and Efforts to ‘Shake 
Down’ Employers. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
The Senate voted today to bar 
union controlled health and wel- 
fare funds and the involuntary 
check-off of union dues. The re- 
strictions are in an amendment to 
the labor bill, which was approved 
by a vote of 48 to 40. 

Adoption of the amendment was 
a victory for Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, who suffered a sharp re- 
versal yesterday when the Senate 
killed, 44 to 43, a Taft-backed pro- 
posal to forbid industry-wide bar- 
gaining. 

Today's amendment also outlaws 
extortion and attempts by unions 
to “shake down” employers. It 
prohibits all health and welfare 
funds which are administered 
solely by unions. The Hartley bill, 
already passed by the House, has 
a similar provision. 

The Senate amendment, spon- 
sored Senators Ball (Rep.), 


ginia; Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
and George (Dem.), Georgia, per- 
mits welfare funds in cases where 
“employers and employes are 
equally ‘represented” in the han- 
dling of them, together with “such 
neutral persons” as both sides 
may agree upon. 

Both Senators Donnell and 
Kem, Missouri, Republicans, voted 
for the amendment. 


The maximum penalty for viola- 
tion of the bar on union-controlled 
funds is a $10,000 fine and a year 
in jail, 

This would also apply where 
union dues are deducted. from 
wages by an employer without the 
written consent of his workers.

The House rejected by voice vote 
today an attempt to write into 
the administration’s $400,000,000 
Greek-Turkish aid bill a strict pro- 
hibition against sending atom 
bombs to either country. 

The action was the first on 
more than a dozen proposed 
amendments—the most important 
being recommendations to elimi- 
nate the help for Turkey and to 
shift the entire problem to the 
United Nations. 

A bar against giving atom 
bombs to Greece or Turkey was 
demanded by Representative Helen 
Gahagan Douglas (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia. She told the House that 
the bill to help Greece and Tur- 
key resist Communism “should not 
be passed with the ieda that this 
is an atom bomb measure,” and 
offered the proposed restrictions 
as an amendment. 

Representative Fulton (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, termed the proposal 
“an idle gesture” but “one which 
might be construed abroad as ty- 
ing the hands of the President.” 
He asked the House to reject it. 

After two full days spent in gen- 
eral discussion of the $400,000,000 
Greek-Turkish aid bill, the House 
turned to specific proposals for 
restricting the program and 
changing its terms. 

To a hushed House near the 
close of yesterday’s debate, Demo- 
cratic Leader Rayburn of Texas 
cried out against a return to “iso- 
lationism.” 

In impassioned tones, he de- 
clared: “God help us, God help 
this world, if we do not accept our 
responsibility to help countries 
that do not want to be smothered 
by Communism.”

CHANGE OF VENUE 
SOUGHT BY STATE 
IN OUSTER SUIT 
AGAINST SHERIFF 


Motion Charges Judge 
Ward Is Prejudiced — 
Defense Challenges 


Right of Prosecution to 
Take Such Action. 


A motion for a change of venue 
in the state’s ouster proceeding 
against Sheriff John F. Dougherty. 
charged with violating the anti- 
nepotism provision of the State 
Constitution, was filed with Cir- 
cuit Judge Joseph J. Ward this 
afternoon by Clyde H. Snider, as- 
sistant circuit attorney. 

Snider’s formal motion charged 
that Judge Ward is _ prejudiced 
against “the State of Missouri on 
information of James W. Griffin, 
Cireuit Attorney,” and that “the 
relator has acquired information 
and knowledge of said prejudice” 
today. 

Judge Ward said, on the first 
appearance of the motion: 

“I can’t sit on a question of my 
prejudice.” 

He said later, however, that when 
prejudice is charged, it was man- 
datory for a judge to grant a 
change of venue, The judge, in 
such a case, fixes the new venue, 
either with or without receiving 
advice and suggestions from the 
counsel in the case. 

Challenge By Defense. 

The defense lawyers at once at- 
tacked the right of the prosecu- 
tion to ask for a change of venue 
at this time. The ground for 
their objection was that when the 
case was called this morning, the 
State announced it was ready to 
proceed, 

Judge Ward said the question 
of the state’s right to seek a 
change of venus would come first, 
and be granted 10 days for the de- 
fense lawyers to prepare their 
arguments to the effect that the 
state has no such right. He said 
he would then ang the state 10 
days to reply, but Snider replied 
that two days would suffice for 
him, hence the matter was laid 
over for 12 days in anl.

Earlier today, Dougherty’s coun- 
se] filed with Judge Ward a mo- 
tion to dismiss the ouster action 
against the official. 

The motion, in answer to a quo 
warranto suit filed against Dough- 
erty by Circuit Attorney Griffin, 
contends. that the sheriff only has 
authority to select members of his 
staff, and that the circuit judges 
are, in effect, the appointing ua- 
thority under the statute.

CLEVELAND, Miss, May 8 
(UP)—Under Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson announced today 
that because of failure of the Mos- 


cow conference, the United States 
will “push ahead” alone with the 
reconstruction of Germany and 
Japan without waiting for Big 
Four agreement. 

In a speech outlining for the 
first time a five-point program 
for implementing the “Truman 
doctrine,” Acheson also called for 
authority to embargo exports to 
certain foreign countries and to 
prevent “undesirable foreign buy- 
ing” in the American market so 
the United States can direct ex- 
ports “where we want them to go.” 

Acheson did not elaborate this 
demand, but he obviously meant 
that the Truman Administration 
not only plans to give its aid to 
nations fighting totalitarianism 
but also wants the authority to 
restrict regular exports to nations 
within the Soviet orbit. 

Substitutes for Truman. 

Acheson, substituting for Presi- 
dent Truman, delivered his speech 
before the Delta Council here. 
The President canceled his en- 
gagement last month without ex- 
planation, : 

Acheson referred to the state- 
ments made by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall on his return 
from the unsuccessful Moscow 
conference—that Europe cannot 
wait until the Big Four reach a 
“compromise through exhaustion” 
as suggested by Premier Joseph 
Stalin. Marshall said then “what- 
ever action is possible ... must 
be taken without delay.” 

Acheson explained today “what 
Marshall meant” as follows: 

“We must... push ahead with 
the reconstruction of those two 
great workshops of Europe and 
Asia—Germany and Japan—upon 
which the ultimate recovery of the 
two continents 80 largely de- 
pends. ... 

“We must take whatever action 
is possible immediately, even with- 
out full four-power agreement, to 
effect a larger measure of Euro- 
pean, including German, recovery.”

Warlike Murals in New Offices 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (UP)— 


The State Department is tussling 


with the problem of what to do 
about its warlike murals. From a 
diplomatic standpoint, it can’t af- 
ford to be caught with them up 
much longer. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall and his world-wide dip- 
lomatic staff headquarters have 
just about finished moving into a 
new building originally designed 
for the Army. In the shift, the 
State Department fell heir to two 
military murals. 

At the main reception desk, a 
huge painting depicts a peaceful 
American scene protected by 
square-jawed American doughboys, 
machine guns, rifles, gas masks, 
artillery, airplanes—and no Navy. 
Five. eagles at its tep glare bellig- 
erently at all who enter the build- 


ing. 
In a smaller reception room, 


outside Marshall’s fifth-floor of- 


fice, a smaller mural warns stern- 
ly—"“Don’t tread on me.” Its back- 
ground shows five Revolutionary 


War artillery pieces, piles | can-

non balls, spears, bayonets, a 
saber, and an ominous looking 
black robe. 

The two murals already have 
drawn the gaze of British Am- 
bassador Lord Inverchapel and 
the Duke of Windsor, who visited 
Marshall last week. In a recent 
issue, the Foreign Service Journal 
suggested that the paintings were 
incompatible with diplomacy. 
Their allegorical significance, the 
journal said, is laid on less with 
a brush than a club.” 

What to do with the murals is 
a worrisome matter for the diplo- 
mats, including Marshall. All are 
agreed that the murals have to go 
and soon— but federal law pro- 
hibits the destruction of murals.

CHILDLESS FOUNDER 
OF MOTHER’S DAY 
ILL IN SANITARIUM 


WEST CHESTER, Pa., May 8 
(AP)—Letters from over the na- 
tion are bringing greetings to the 
childless founder of Mother's day, 
but 83-year-old Anna M. Jarvis 
will get little joy from the recog- 
nition this year. Blind and deaf, 
she is a bedridden patient at a 
private sanitarium, 

A nurse said Miss Jarvis’s long 
iliness has made it impossible for 
her to receive guests or take note 
of the hundreds of letters sent her. 

One of the letters from the 
White House brought presidential 
greetings to the small, thin wom- 
an who celebrated her birthday 
May 1. 

Miss Jarvis’s sentimental holi- 
day grew out of a gathering of 
friends she invited to her home 
in ‘May 1907 on the second anni- 
versary of her mother’s death, The 
idea swept the country and final- 
ly the world after a presidential 
order in 1914 set up a national 
Mother’s day. 

Miss Jarvis never approved the 
commercial turn her memorial to 
all mothers took. In 1923 she 
threatened to sue New York’s late 
Gov. Al Smith over plans for a 
big Mother’s day meeting. 

Finally, bitter over her losing 
fight to stem commercialization, 
Miss Jarvis retired to semi-seclu- 
sion. She came to the Marshall 
sanitarium here in 1943.

MILWAUKEE, May 8 (AP)— 
The overalled boys who work at 
the Unit Drop Forge plant are 
claiming credit today for the rapid 
upsurge of the concern’s dollar 
volume of sales—and the man- 
agement agrees they are right. 

Less than eight months ago 
members of Local 407, CIO United 
Auto Workers, approached com- 
pany executives with the proposal 
théy be allowed to go on the road 
for the concern, which manufac- 
tures drop forgings for heavy in- 
dustry. Selling for such a com- 
pany is not a door-to-door propo- 
sition, says Sales Manager Carl 
Helgren, the firm’s only full-time 
salesman, who has welcomed 
Unit’s 300 production workers as 
his assistants. 

Union members who hear from 
friends in other industries that 
forgings ‘are needed tip off Clar- 
ence Owen, union president. A 
“salesman” goes out, his regular 
average plant pay continuing dur- 
ing his absence. If he closes a 
deal the union gets a 5 pet cent 
commission which goes into the 
treasury. 

Harold E. Brey, vice-president 
and general manager of Unit, ad- 
mits he never had heard of guch 
an idea, but was willing to try it. 

Today the man-hour output of 
the company is 15 per cent above 
the best previous peacetime aver- 
age and the plant is operating at 
95 per cent of capacity. Wages 
of workers range from 98% cents 
to $1.98 an hour, with average 
earnings at $1.61, considerably 
above par for the industry, accord- 
ing to Owen.

The reported transfer therefore 
does not directly violate Roman- 
ian commitments to the United 
States not to export indigenous 
food supplies while receiving 
emergency aid from this country. 

A Department official said press 
reports that some food is being 
actually sent out of the country 
are being investigated. 

If found true, he said, the United 
States will have no recourse but 
the cease giving emergency aid.

While terms of the settlement 
are not subject to approval of 
the NFTW’s 49-member policy 
committee, which was adjourned 
indefinitely Tuesday night, Moran 
told a press conference that the 
pact would be submitted to his 
fellow officers on the federation 
executive board for their informal 
approval.

Chairman Knutson Says 
Bill Will Deal With All 
Phases of Revenue — 
Hearings May 19. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
Further substantial slashes in 
taxes in 1948 were projected to- 
day as the House Ways and Means 
Committee ordered hearings on 
general revisions of the tax 
statutes, 

The hearings, set for May 19, 
would be on reductions beyond the 
3,800,000,000 annual cut now pend- 
ng in Congress. . 

Chairman Knutson (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, told reporters a tax law 
“streamlining” bill would be en- 
acted early next year, resulting in 


“substantial” decreases in taxes. 
The measure will deal with all 
phases of taxation, he said, with 
a view to “harmonizing all tax 
legislation enacted during the last 
15 years.” 


He did not say specifically what 
levies might be slashed in the 
new legislation, which will be con- 
sidered separately and apart from 
the present tax-cutting measure. 
However, he emphasized that 
Congress probably would broaden 
the excise levies on specific com- 
modities, while reducing rates of 
some items now on the excise list. 

„It would seem that a broader 
excise list would be a fruitful 
source of revenue,” he told re- 
porters. 

Knutson said this would bring 
in revenue lost by declines in col- 
lections from individual income 
taxes “when the going gets 
tough.” 

In the hearings to begin May 
19, Knutson plans to do the 
spadework” of gathering tax in- 
formation, with the Ways and 
Means Committee to return next 
fall, probably in December, for 
drafting of legislation to be intro- 
duced when Congress begins its 
new session in January. 


Income Estimate Planned. 


The Senate Finance Committee, 
equipped with 17 pages of fine- 
print figures, was to meet this 
afternoon to estimate what next 
year’s national income will be and 
how much taxes can be cut. 


+ Its staff of experts submitted a 
booklet full of statistics based 
on estimates of national income 
ranging from $165,000,000,000 up to 
$180,000,000,000, 

The booklet takes account’ of 
various patterns of federal spend- 


budget of $37,500,000,000, the $31,- 
500,000,000 preliminary estimate 
made by the House, and the Sen- 
ate’s figure of 000,000,000. 

The Senators have to eonclude 
which set of figures appears the 
most reasonable, then vote wheth- 
er to accept the 3$4,000,000,000 in- 
come tax cut voted by the House 
or modify that legislation. 


Also involved in the decision is 
the probable surplus that would 
be available to pay on the $258,- 
000,000,000 national debt. 


The surplus as estimated in the 
experts’ booklet ran from about 
$1,000,000,000, based on a $165,000,- 
000,000 income with the full tax 
cut passed by the House and the 
$4,500,000,000 budget cut voted by 
the Senate, to about $8,000,000,000. 
The latter figure was based on 
$180,000;000,000 income, the $6,000,- 
000,000 budget cut approved by the 
House, and application of the tax 
reduction July 1.

Sure of Vital U.N „ He 


Says on His 63d Birth- 


day—Not Ready to Call Taylor 
From Vatican.

His color 
was healthy but he semi-jokingly 
observed that; while this Govern- 
ment was the greatest the world 
has seen or ever will see, it does 
make a slave of the President. 

The President again made it 
clear that, while he was pleased 
at the favorable reaction to his 
talks about the need of lower 
prices, particularly the address to 
the Associated Press meeting in 
New York, he planned no official 
action. He declined to comment 
on a charge by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States 
that his demands for lower prices 
might cause the depression the 
country wanted to avoid. 

On Baptist Complaint. 

Told that the president of the 
Southern Baptist convention, 
meeting in St. Louis, had com- 
plained that Myron C. Taylor had 
not been withdrawn as American 
ambassador to the Vatican al- 
though the peace treaties were 
now ready, the Chief Executive 
recalled that he had made a state- 
ment about this some time ago. 
He said he thought he had told a 
delegation of Protestant clergy- 
men last year that he would with- 
draw Taylor when peace had been 
consummated. Peace, he said 
grimly, has by no means been 
consummated, 

He declined to comment on the 
introduction of a constitutional 
amendment to prohitit the use of 
federal funds to aid sectarian 
schools, saying that he was not 
familiar with it.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 8 — 
The purpose of the King-Thomp- 
son Act and how it will operate: 

The purpose of the King-Thomp- ; 
son Act is to prevent the interrup- 
tion of public utility services by 
strikes. It prohibits under severe 
penalties strikes in plants furnish- 
ing electric light or power, heat, 
gas, steam, water, sewer service, 
transportation (except railroads) 


and communication. 

It was — on the theory that 
these services are essential to the 
lives, health, safety and welfare 
of the people of the state, and 
that the state under its sovereign 
police powers has the right to 
enact any laws considered neces- 
sary for the preservation of these 
inherent rights. 

A State Board of Mediation of 
five members, to be appointed by 
the Governor, is set up. Two 
members are required to be em- 
ployers of labor, or chosen from 
an association of employers. Two 
are required to be members of 
some labor union. The third mem- 
ber, considered to be the represen- 
tative of the public, is to be neither 
an employer nor a member of a 
labor union. This fifth member 
will be chairman of the Board 
and will have a full-time job.g 

The Board will have no power 
to act as an arbitration tribunal, 
but will have definite duties in 
setting up an arbitration panel if 
parties to a dispute fail to reach 
an agreement. It will have con- 
ciliators to serve in attempts to 
bring employers and employes 
into agreement. 


Operation of Law. 


In its practical application, the 
act will work this way: 

Not less than 60 days before 
the expiration of a collective bar- 
gaining eontract between a utility 
and its employes, either side de- 
siring a change in the terms of the 
contract must serve written fiotice 
on the other, setting forth ex- 
plicitly its demands, and must file 
a copy of the notice with the 
Board of Mediation. 

The parties to the dispute will 
be required by the board to keep 
it informed of the progress of ne- 
gotiations, and the board will have 
power to require the parties to 
meet with it or one of its con- 
ciliators in an attempt to settle 
the dispute. 

If no agreement has been 
reached or if the parties have not 
agreed to submit the dispute to 


In Utility 


Section 21. (1) It shall be un- 

lawful for any person, employe, 
or representative as defined in 
this act to call, incite, support 
or participate in any strike or 
concerted refusal to work for 
any utility or for the state aft- 
er any plant, equipment or fa- 
cility has been taken over by 
the state under this act, as a 
means of enforcing any de- 
mands against the utility or 
against the state. 
(2) It shall be unlawful for 
any public utility to employ 
any person or employe who has 
violated paragraph (1) of this 
section except that such person 
or employes may be employed 
only as a new employe.

school fund of the state, the 
sum of one thousand dollars 
($1000) to be recovered by civil 
action in the name of the state 
and against such officer. 


Text of the Penalty Clauses v 


OLLOWING is the text of the penalty clauses of the King- 
Thompson bill to prohibit public utility strikes as passed by 
the Missouri House and Senate: 


Anti-Strike Bill: 


(5) Any public utility that en- 
ges in a lockout which brings 
bout a work stoppage shall 
forfeit and pay to the State of 
Misssouri, for the use of the 
public school fund of the state, 
the sum of Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars ($10,000) for each day of 
work stoppage caused by such 
lockout, said amount to be re- 
covered by civil action in the 
name of the state and against 
the public utility. Provided 
further that if, upon any in- 
vestigation, supported by com- 
petent evidence, by the State 
Board of Mediation, it shall ap- 
pear that any public utility has 
refused to bargain collectively 
in good faith with its em- 
ployes over the terms and con- 
ditions of employment, said 
State. Board of Mediation shall 
certify such record and, pro- 
ceedings to the Public Service 
Commission, and, upon consid- 
eration of the facts in such 
record and proceedings the 
-Public Service Commission shall 
find that the evidence justifies 
such action, it may revoke the 
certificate of convenience and 
necessity of such public utility, 
or impose such other conditions 
upon such public utility as may 
be provided by law.

(6) The courts of this state 
shall have power to enforce by 
injunction or other legal or 
equitable remedies any provi- 
sion of this act or any rule or 
regulation prescribed by the 
governor hereunder.

An employe who violates this 
provision ceases’ to be an employe 
and can be rehired after settle- 
ment of the strike only as a new 
employe; This means he would 
lose his seniority -rights, which 
usually include promotion prefer- 
ence, longer vacation periods and, 
frequently, insurance.

The labor union violating it

This was defeated without 
a record vote. 


Keating followed this with an 
amendment reducing the penalty 
against the union from $10,000 a 
day to $100 a day, and that against 
a union officer from $1000 to $100. 
It was defeated, 9 to 16. 


Quinn came next with an 
amendment striking out a provi- 
sion under which the Public 
Service Commission could revoke 
a utility’s certificate of conven- 
lence and necessity for failure to 
bargain in good faith with em- 
playes. It was defeated without 
a record vote. 

Napier sought by amendment to 
rewrite the same provision at

That ended the perfecting

Keating then came up with an 
amendment to include food, cloth- 
ing, medical and surgical care, 
hospitalization and housing in the 
definition of “public utilities.” Ob- 
viously an absurd amendment, it 
was quickly defeated without a 
record vote. 


Quinn then sought to make four

It was defeated, as was the last 
amendment offered. It came from 
Senator Ed R. Caldwell of Ralls 
county, who proposed a require- 
ment that the members of the 
board be taxpaying citizens for 
two years.

Feldman, @ California war con- 
tractor. 

William A. Paisley, Government 

utor, has said May got $1000 
for having Freeman's son, Albert, 
transferred to an Army post in the 
United States from the European’ 
zone, 

Albert B. Fangmeyer, former 
bookkeeper in the Office of the 
House Sergeantlatlarms, identi- 
fied the checks as’ having been 
cashed by May, wartime chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs 
Committee 


The checks were made payable 
te Robert May. Robert told the 
jury that he was im the Navy at 
the time the checks were cashed. 
He said his father had put the 
R. V. May” indorsement on the 
checks in accordance with an au- 
thority he had given his father. 

“Do you know why those checks 
were made payable to you?“ May's 
gon was asked. 

“I didn’t them, but I know now 
- they were campaign money,” 
Robert May replied. 

In bringing out the first testi- 
mony about the two $1000 checks, 
the prosecution ignored a public 
threat by May’s counsel that May, 
when he takes the witness stand, 
would “expose” high figures in the 
Democratic ay in retaliation.

Gen. William N. Porter, 
retired chief of the Army’s Chem- 
ical Warfare Service, testified 
that May interceded with him in 
the war for favors to Garsson 
firms. 

Porter said May telephoned him 
seeking more liberal labor allot- 
ments to Garsson plants and 
sought to speed up Army pay- 
ments to Garsson firms. 

The indictment charges May in- 
terceded with Porter and Maj. 
Gen. Alden H. Waitt, also of the 
chemical service, for the Gars- 
sons. 

Both Waitt and Porter figured 
in the story of lavish Garsson en- 
tertaining of high Army officers 
which came out last summer in 
hearings before the Senate War 
Investigating Committee.

T the recent Moscow Conference, the most important results 
obtained may bé described as definitions of the areas of dis 


policy and Russian policy—or, to 


put it a shade more optimistically, definitions of the areas in which 
agreement has yet to be worked out. An outstanding positive 


achievement, however, for which 


credit goes to Secretary of State 


Marshall for taking the initiative, was the agreement to reopen 
talks this month between the Americans and Russians in Korea. 


Marshall, continuing his direct, 
down-to-earth way of doing things, 
has followed up this initiative by 
trying to get the Russians to agree 
en definitions of some of the 
things that will have to be talked 
about. 


Korean Analogy With Poland. 

Up to a certain point, Korea can 
be described as a Poland in Asia. 
It has a short but strategically im- 
portant common frontier with Si- 
beria, running close to Viadivostok. 
Korea therefore comes within the 
acope of the Russian doctrine that 
countries whose frontiers touch 
Russia must have governments 
friendly to Russia. 

Like Pöland, however, Korea lies 
in a zone in which, for the future, 
Russian and American trade and 
Russian and American enterprise 
in the development of natural re- 
gources will overlap. 

In Korea, therefore, as in 
Poland, one of the basic under- 
standings that have to be worked 
out is an understanding on the 
operation and control of economic 


activity. 

It is at this point that Russian 

doctrine and oo ae doctrine 

front each other. 
The American doctrine is that 
governments “friendly” to Russia 
must not be so subsérvient to Rus- 
sia as to represent a zone.of dic- 
tation. Fearing that “friendli- 
ness with Russia? always implies 
the danger of complete Russian 
control, American policy tends to 
treat such a country as part of 
an outer or secondary Russian 
frontier. 
Basic Point Overlooked. 

Finally—and this is a point 
that has almost invariably been 
overlooked in general discussion 
—the Koreans have a basic inter- 
est which is exactly the same as 
one of the basic interests of the 
Poles. 

In their political calculations, 
the Poles can never make a sim- 
ple choice between Russia and 
something called the West.”— 
something which includes Amer- 
ican power and is largely acti- 
vated by American power, but 
does not include actual contact 
with America. 

For the Poles, the most real 
and unavoidable choice is between 
Russia and the Germany which 
corrupted and infiltrated their for- 
mer government and finally 
erushed them flat with its military 

ernaut. N 

Similarly for the Koreans the 
ehoice is not just between Russia 
and America, but between Russia 
and a possible revival of the Japan 
which oppressed them with such 
devastating efficiency for so long. 

It is for this reason that Ameri- 
ean rejoicing over success and 
progress under an American-in- 

“democratic revolution” in 
— while Korea remains an 
erphan with two stepmothers, fills 
the Koreans with the fear that 
they will be caught, not between 
. Russia and America, but between 

Russia and an American-supported 

Japan. 
One Important Difference. 

One difference between Korea 
and Poland, however, is as im- 
portant as all the resemblances. 
In addition to lying in a zone be- 
tween American power and Rus- 
‘ gian power, Korea is actually cut 
in two by a line dividing Russian 
occupation and American occupa- 
tion. This line has now existed 
for so long that in addition to 
being a geographical fact it has 
become a historical factor. 

Marshall's pressure for a defini- 
tion of terms and aims is a good 
thing; but even if the Russians 
meet Marshall more than half 
way, which is unlikely, no satis- 
factory settlement can be reached 
simply on the basis of an agree- 
ment about intentions for the fu- 
ture. Any real settlement must 
also take into account the things 
that have already happened in 
more than a year and a half of 
Russian occupation and American 
occupation.

Divided in U.S. Zone. 

Divided feelings are also a basic 
fact in the zone occupied by Amer- 
ica. The tone of the American oc- 
cupation was set by refusal to rec- 
ognize the emergency nationalist 
government which, at the moment 
of Japanese surrender, quickly es- 
tablished itself in a large part of 
southern Korea and tried to meet 
the incoming Americans as libera- 
tors and allies rather than as oc- 
cupiers and administrators.

Fowler

of Industry That 
Led Also to Price 
Cuts. :

ACK of the International Har- 
B vester Co. s proffer of a 15- 

cent-an-hour wage increase 
without price increases lies a per- 
sonal credo of Fowler McCormick, 
multi-millionaire third generation 
board chairman of the $500,000,000 
concern, : 


Epitomized, it is that modern 
industry must recognize its de- 
velopment as a social institution 
and share earnings equitably 
among stockholders, employes and 
consumers if it is to avert So- 
cialism, Communism or Govern- 
ment control.” 


McCormick, who recently an- 
nounced price reductions designed 
to save consumers $20,000,000 an- 
nually, emphasized to the Post- 
Dispatch today that industry has 
a “tremendous national social re- 


sponsibility.” 


Immediate responsibility of big 
business, McCormick said, is to 
reduce prices as soon as feasible 
but also to produce at the lowest 
possible cost and price. He added, 
however, that a share of the re- 
sponsibility for high prices falls 
on agriculture, government, labor 
and management, 


His Price Slogan. 


Production at a profit is neces- 
sary in the long run for lower 
prices, McCormick said. His idea 
of a fair price level is epitomized 
in a current advertising slogan 
which he coined: 


It is: “Any price is too high if 
n be reduced.’ 3 
8 a practical means of attain- 
ing a social objeetive, even, if 
guided in the long run by self- 
interest, McCormick thinks that 
big business should achieve a bal- 
anced trinity of maximum rewards 
to stockholders, employes and 
consumers. That principle, he 
hastened to add, isn’t new in it- 
self, but putting it into operation 
is a different matter, His com- 
pany started doing something 
about it six years ago, he said, 
and “it is working.” . 


When Business Becomes Social. 


“With the growth in industry has 
come a change in human relation- 
ships and responsibilities,” Mc- 
Cormick said. “A small business 
is on a personal basis. It is good 
or bad to the extent that man- 
agement is good or bad. But as 
the business grows, personal in- 
fluence of the individual becomes 
minimized or restricted. The busi- 
ness becomes institutional or im- 
personal. 


“At a given point in its growth, 
varying with industries, business 


‘becomes a social institution.” 


When it reaches that point, Mc- 
Cormick believes, it should be op- 
erated in the interest of stockhold- 
ers, employes and consumers. 
Management's job is to see that 
equitable treatment is given all 


three groups and to “maximize | 


the benefits” to each party. 


The practical problem, McCor- 
mick explained, is to determine 
what is an equitable distribution 
of the gains of productivity. Prof- 
it, he pointed out, is the end result 
of business activity. Productivity 
is its base. 


In approaching a formula ne 


outlined rough zones for initial 
guides. Basic distribution to 
stockholders may be guided by 
such factors as returns to Gov- 
and pre- 
ferred shareholders. The stock- 
holders’ investment must be 
guarded. Nec ry reserves must 
be provided. It must be deter- 
mined whether capital is needed 
for expansion. 


It is necessary to compare the 
business initially with the general 
standard, he said. If one of the 


three elements is below par it 


must be brought to the “upper 
plateau” before a general advance 
may be achieved, | 


Productivity and Costs 


Nor is the industrialist entirely 
free in “feeling his way to maxi- 
mize the distribution,” McCormick 
added. If he is compelled, for ex- 
ample, to meet a competitor’s 
price cut, he may delay something 
for stockholders and employes. Or 
if he raises wages in certain cases 
or declares extraordinary divi- 
dends, the others must wait. 


But as productivity goes up, Mc- 
Cormick said, unit costs decrease, 
The customer gains through low- 
er. prices; the employe benefits 
through increased rewards of an 
incentive plan or direct higher 
wages; the stockholder gets in- 
creased profits, 


“We have been able to put this 
basic plan into effect in the last 
quarter,” McCormick disclosed, 
“and we find ourselves heading 
into the largest volume of busi- 
ness we have ever had. So there 
will be a good profit.

HE heart of the Military Staff Committee’s first report to the 
United Nations Security Council is found in Article 19: “In view 
of the military advantages which would accrue, the employment 


T 


of the armed forces under Article 42 of the Charter should, Whenever 
possible, be initiated in time to forestall or to suppress promptly a 
breach of the peace or an act of aggression.” 


Here we have soldiers in their 
proper relation to statesmen; sol- 
diers giving military advice based 
on the ancient, timeless principles 
of their trade—mobility, surprise, 
offensive action—get there first 
with the most—above all, get there 
in time. 


Moreover, the soldiers are speak- 
ing, not in terms of war but in 
terms of police action, which is 
not destructive but preventive. 
“Forestall or suppress promptly—” 
that means mobile force, immedi- 
ately ready for any emergency, 
however sudden and wherever lo- 
cated. It takes into account the 
fact that a “breach of the peace” 
which could be dealt with on 
Monday by the prompt arrival of, 
say, a battalion of airborne infan- 
try at a crucial spot, might by 
Saturday have attained such pro- 
portions that it could not be put 
down with a couple of divisions. 

Principles: of “Equality.” 

But if Article 19 may be called 
the heart of the report, it is, alas, 
a heart which beats, if it beats at 
all, in a paralyzed body. 


For the U.S. S. R., which pos- 
sesses no mobile force, has seen 
to it that the use of mobile force 
by the powers which do possess it, 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, is to be carefully and system- 
atically restricted to the point of 
impotence, / 


All through Chapter IV (“con- 
tribution of Armed Forces by 
Member Nations“) the Russians 
have insisted on the principle. of 
“equality regarding the over-all 
strength and the composition of 
these forces.”

Must Be Inside Borders. 


Another interesting but para- 
lyzing Russian “joker” is found in 
the Soviet version of Articles 32 
and 33, dealing with the location 
of the armed forces at the dis- 
posal of the Security Council. The 
other four powers want these 
forces “so distributed geographi- 
cally as to enable the Security 
Council to take prompt action in 
any part of the world.” This sup- 
ports, of course, the basic idea set 
forth in Article 19. But the Rus- 
sians insist that “armed forces 
made available to the 
Council by member nations of the 
United Nations shall be garrisoned 
within the frontiers of the con- 
tributing member nations’ own 
territories or territorial = 
an exception being made for 
forces of occuption of ex-enemy 
states.

A Labor Law, and Hang the Veto 
Ze the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is not the function of Congress to 
fashion a labor law according to the 
fancies of the President. We have to 
thank only the decision of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt that Henry Wallace is 
not in the White House today, and Mr. 
Wallace has made it abundantly clear 
that he is opposed to any effective regu- 
lation of organized labor, 

Congress should pass a law which in 
its composite judgment will answer the 
nation’s need for protection against the 
excesses of certain elements of organ- 
ized labor. If President Truman does 
not feel he can sign it, the question will 
be carried to the voters, where it be- 
longs anyhow. 

The fact that elections are a year and 
a half hence and that the nation would 
presumably have to do without correc- 
tive labor legislation that much longer 
is an unfortunate consequence of our 
governmental system, a fault, inciden- 
tally, which the parliamentary system 
does not have. 

The entire membership of the House 
of Representatives was chosen at the 
polis only last November, and the House 
vote on the Hartley bill, which was over- 
whelmingly favorable, should therefore 
be most representative of the popular 
will, President Truman, who rode into 
the White House on the coattails of 
President Roosevelt, should not presume 
to second-guess the electorate by vetoing 
the labor bill which will soon be pre- 
sented to him by Congress.

Our Darkened Lamp 


Last fall the whole country’s sympathy was 
aroused for 18 Estonian refugees who crossed 
the Atlantic to Miami in a 38-foot sloop to escape 
being returned to a government alien to their 
principles. Offers of financial help came from 
all over the country; jobs were offered in plenty 
and an Arkansas planter tendered 80 acres of 
basin. Public sympathy 
Was so great that President Truman issued a 
special order permitting the party to remain 
permanently in the country, although its mem- 
bers had arrived without permission, passports 
or visas. 

This is in biting contrast to the refusal of 
Congress to do anything about the plight of 
850,000 hapless victims of Nazi aggression in the 
DP camps of Germany. Congress has dawdled 
for two years over reasonable bills to let the 
United States set a pattern for the absorption of 
these homeless people among the various coun- 
tries able to receive them. 

The difference between the Estonians at 


Miami and the huddled thousands of Balts, 


Ukrainians, Yugoslavs and Jews in the DP camps 
must be chiefly one of numbers. Yet the bills 
pending in Congress call for the admission of 
only 100,000 carefully screened refugeés a year 
for four years—an insignificant number com- 
pared to the volume of immigration into this 
country up to the First World War. 


As late as 1914 this country opened its gates 
to 1,200,000 immigrants a year, and as late as 
1924 it received 700,000. What is an annual 
quota of a 100,000 to a country which, when its 
productive capacity was far less than it now is, 
admitted for years running more than 1,000,000 
immigrants annually? 

— — * 

In 1924 Congress passed a law limiting immi- 
gration to 154,000 a year, and alloting quotas to 
various European countries on the basis of the 
number of persons of each nationality already 
here. Immigration since 1924 has fallen a total 
of nearly 2,000,000 under those quotas. The un- 


used quotas for 1942 to 1945 total 570,000, and 


this is the basis of the bills to admit a part of 
the displaced persons in Europe. A portion of 


these unused quotas would be reallocated in 


favor of the DPs. 

If the United States would take 400,000, it 
would then be in moral position to call on other 
countries with relatively high resources and low 
population density to take the rest. Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and the 
British and French islands of the Pacific all 
could take quotas to their benefit. New Zealand 
has indicated a willingness to do so. 


Only a smug insularity and a down-the-nose 


refusal to recognize the great contributions to 


American life of recent generations of immi- 
grants can account for the present attitude to- 
ward further immigration. 

Recent generations of immigrants have raised 
more than their share of wheat, mined more 
than their share of coal, smelted more than their 
share of steel, built more than their share of 
the nation’s railroads and industrial plants. They 
have also written more than their share of the 
nation’s poems, songs and symphonies, and made 
more than their share of its scientific discov- 
eries.

Two of the best war musicals were produced 
by Irving Berlin and Moss Hart. A Dane named 
Knudsen was the first head of war produc- 
tion, along with Sidney Hillman, a Lithuanian; 
a German named Mathesius built and ran the 
biggest of the new wartime steel plants; a Ger- 
man-born Lieutenant General named Krueger 
was second in command to MacArthur in the Pa- 
cific; a Major General named Rose, son of. an 
Omaha rabbi, was killed in Germany, and an 
Irish-born Brigadier General named O’Dyyer be- 
came the postwar Mayor of New York. 

The atomic bomb, the revolutionary weapon 


of the war, probably would not have been devel- 


oped except for the help of scientists named 
Fermi, Oppenheimer and Einstein. And the 
Atomic Energy Commission, which will harness 
the atom for peace, is headed by a man named 
Lilienthal, whose father was born in Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

If it is at all possible to judge the future by 
the past, we will be missing an opportunity to 
enrich our country culturally, scientifically and 
economically if we refuse to authorize the mod- 
est, temporary resumption of immigration con- 
templated in proposals to admit our fair share 
of the European refugees. 

The continuation of the concentration camps 
for DPs belies the fine humanitarian sentiments 
which we were so fond of uttering during the 
war, and the camps are costing us $300,000,000 
a year to maintain. 
| There is no rational ground for opposing the 
admission of a reasonable quota of refugees, The 
850,000 still in Europe are as deserving as the 18 
Estonians. They can contribute as much as the 
millions of immigrants for whom the Statue of 
Liberty has lighted the way into a friendly 
harbor. Can we not relight the “lamp beside 
the golden door”?

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If Youth Centers Are Built 

Everyone knows that juvenile delinquency is 
a serious postwar problem, but not many agen- 
cies are coming to grips with it effectively. One 
such agency in St. Louis and the county is the 
V. M. C. A., which is planning the establishment of 
four youth centers. Three of these are for scat- 
tered and strategic locations in the rapidly grow- 
ing sections of the county. One is for the crowded 
Negro neighborhood in the heart of the city. 
Similar cehters have been developed in other 
communities and their success can be definitely 
measured in turning youths into ways of whole- 


some recreation and self-improvement activities. 


For such plans and for its past work, the 
V. M. C. A. has the community’s appreciation and 
good will. But good will and appreciation are 


not enough. They build no youth centers, they | 


pay no bills of maintenance. The convenient 
time and way for the community to support these 
is by making a success of the current Y.M.C.A. 
youth fund campaign. So far $467,587 has been 
raised toward a goal of $751,920. Where the 


campaign lags is only too clear. The Negro 
unit of the Pine Street “Y” leads with 97 per 
cent of its quota raised. The advance gifts group, 
which accounts for large gifts, has obtained only 
39 per cent of its share.

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A Pro-Public Bill Passes 


Public protection against utility strikes was 
guaranteed in Missouri yesterday when the Sen- 
ate passed the King-Thompson bill. The meas- 
ure now needs only Gov. Donnelly’s signature 


to make it law, and that is assured, for passage 


of the bill is largely his own personal triumph. 

Union leaders charging that-the bill is anti- 
labor were overruled by the Legislature, as they 
were already overruled by the facts. The bill 
is not anti-labor but pro-public, and there is no 
reason to believe that wages and working con- 
ditions of utility workers will suffer from its 
enactment, 

Comprehensive and impartial public hearings 
are provided to assure that utility workers re- 
ceive fair pay and fair conditions of work. If 
the employes cannot negotiate a contract which 
they consider fair, they can appeal their case to 
a public hearing panel in whose selection they 
have equal voice with the employer. 

Public utilities are peculiarly dependent upon 
the good will of the public, and they will hardly 
risk such a hearing if they are trying to ex- 
ploit their workers. 

The current telephone strike offers the best 
possible example of how the new law could 
prove its value. The workers have now suf- 
fered the loss of a full month’s wages, and the 
public does not yet know the merits of their 
claims. The strike will be settled—soon, we 
trust—but it will be settled with less finality, 
with less presumption of. even-handed justice 
than would be the case if the machinery pro- 
vided in the King-Thompson bill were now func- 
tioning. 

The new law recognizes that a utility strike 
is no ordinary labor-management squabble, but 
a crisis involving the public health and welfare, 
and that as such it is intolerable. The law al- 
ready prohibited the management of a utility 
from interrupting service; the new bill imposes 
the same responsibility on labor. Thus the law 
‘rounds out its protection. The Legislature has 
acquitted itself well. 
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Now an “A” for the Dairies 
What has happened to the proposed ordinance 
to require dairies to use paper hoods over the 
top of milk bottles? It is consistent with the 


strict grading of restaurants on cleanliness and 


sanitation to require that all dairies use the 


cheap machine-applied hoods which some already . 


use to keep dust and germs from collecting on 
the lips of the bottles. 

The milk rides through dusty streets and sits 
on sooty porches, outside kitchen doors where 
flies swarm in summer. It is about as impor- 
tant to keep the lip of the bottle clean as it is 
to sterilize it inside. Many cities already require 
the dust hood. 

St. Louis, which has been a pioneer in milk 


- sanitation, should do so, too, and before the 


Aldermen take their summer recess. 
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Koenig’s Taint—and Schuler's 
J. Fred Koenig resigned today as chief deputy 
clerk in the office of Anton Schuler. 


J. Fred Koenig’s record is tainted. By insist- 
ing on employing him, Clerk Anton Schuler of 
Cireuit Court for Criminal Causes raises a 
question of his own fitness to hold office. The 


' Circuit Judges vetoed Koenig, so Schuler has 


had State Senator Milton F. Napier introduce a 
bill to exempt most of his force from Circuit 
Court confirmation. 

The Judges turned Resale down because he 
had been convicted of liquor black marketing. 
His being on the court clerk’s payroll would 
impair public respect for criminal justice. 

The, merciful doctrine of bygones might be 
argued, but Koenig later committed an offense 
against democratic society that was even more 
immoral because it happened to be within the 
law. He ran for the State Senate in the 1944 
primary. His citizenship had not been restored 
after the black-marketing conviction, so he was 
not eligible to hold office. Knowing that, he 
gave the Republican City Committee a post- 
dated resignation. 

If he had won, the committee could then have 
appointed whomever it pleased to make the No- 
vember race. The purpose was to eliminate 
Victor B. Harris in the primary. It was an at- 
tempt (happy to relate, it failed by 3-to-1) to 


sneak the right of selection away from the voters. 


Schuler’s insistence suggests the machine is 
trying to pay off for a shameful service rendered. 
“I’m under $10,000 bond and an elective office- 
holder,” he trumpeted, “and if I can’t have the 
say about my employes, it’s too bad.” He is de- 
termined to hire a man who has compounded a 
criminal record with an act of loosest political 
morality. By reminding us that his.own job is 
elective, Schuler suggests what the voters can do 
their first chance at the polls.

The Bullwinkle bill is the “go and sin 
some more” measure that would excuse the 
railroads’ past violations of the anti-trust 
laws (two cases are pending against them) 
and would give them free license to do so 
in the future, It is the bill most dangerous 
to the domestic public welfare—and par- 
ticularly to that of the West—now before 
Congress. 


1. Mr. Hopkins quotes the late great 
ICC commissioner, Joseph B. Eastman, as 
saying that Wendell Berge, head of the 
anti-trust division, was “100 per cent 
wrong” in accusing the railroads. 


The fact: Mr. Eastman died in March, 
1944, and was ill for a considerable time 
previously. The Western anti-trust case 
against the railroads was filed Aug. 15, 
1944. 


How did Mr. Hopkins get in touch with 
Mr. Eastman, by ouija board? 


But Young Is Opposed 


2. Mr. pkins quotes an unnamed “rep- 
resentativ@’ of Robert R. Young, the rail- 
road tycoomwvho can’t stomach the railroad 
monopoly, to*dispute my assertion that Mr. 
Young is against the Bulwinkle bill. 


The fact: On Feb. 3, 1947, and again on 
Feb. 25, 1947, Mr. Young said he would do 
everything possible to defeat the Bulwinkle 
bill, because the bill would “make it legal 
for the railroads to mutually agree against 
progressive steps.”

The fact: If the Bulwinkle bill passes 
the courts will have no choice but to dis- 
miss the two anti-trust suits now pending. 
The courts must carry out the will of 
Congress. If Congress permits the rail- 
roads to combine in defiance of the anti- 


trust act, the courts must acquiesce, 


Why Forestall the Court? 


If the railroads feel what they have done 
is legal, why not let the United States 
courts decide?

In conclusion, here are a few lines from 
Charles W. Tobey, fine Republican Senator 
from New Hampshire, on the Bulwinkle 
bill: 

“It would give the railroad ... industries 
the opportunity of obtaining complete ex- 
emption from the anti-trust laws. (It) would 
be an opening wedge in entirely destroying 
the anti-trust laws. 

“The obvious purpose of the bill is to 
deprive the courts of jurisdiction in pend- 
ing cases instituted by the Department of 
Justice and the State of Georgia.”

It) would permit legalization of private 
controls not only by transportation combi- 
nations, but . . by industrial and financial 
combines working in alliance with combi- 
nations in the railroad industry ... (It) 
sets a pattern for supplanting the American 
system of private enterprise and for carteli- 
zation of the nation’s entire economy.“ 


Is It a Radio Revolution ? 


From Variety. 


There's reason to believe that the newly- 
formed Broadcasters’ Advisory Council is 
potentially one of the greatest revolutions 
in attitude ever noted in American radio. 
If the movement is adequately financed 
and blueprinted, as now seems assured, it 
promises to give radio, for the first time, 
a working plan for its own defense and 
self-regulation. 

For years there’s been a hue and cry to 
“do something” about the radio industry's 
public relations problems. Although the 
National Association of Broadcasters is 25 
years old and amply financed and staffed, 
it apparently has been unable to do much. 

The Broadcasters’: Advisory Council will 
outwardly “include” the N. A. B., but as many 
see it, the brain power will not be with 
the old trade association but the new. The 
action of the big advertisers, big agencies 
and big broadcasters (namely, networks) in 
acting on their own initiative reflects an 
unwillingness in top industry leadership to 
allow their values and hopes to be scuttled 
by the continued practices of the kind of 
station operators who exercise little or no 


voluntary censorship of either the amount 
or kind of advertising they line up. 

As one broadcaster summed it up: “We 
can no longer laugh off the criticisms of 
the public on the one hand and the telling 
opposition of the newspapers and maga- 
zines on the other, unless we break through 
the habit of inertia and do-nothingism 
which has always stopped public relations 
organization for radio.” 


Most of the details and plans of the new 
Council are shrouded in mystery, and 
since: the scheme isn’t a reality yet, the 
men concerned with the preliminaries 
aren't doing much talking. Nonetheless 
the auspices are so eminent and the re- 
spectful reaction in some quarters so evi- 
dent as to suggest that, radiowise, the revo- 
lution is here.

The 
war starts with a chance shooting encoun- 
ter of United States and Russian planes 
over the Black Sea. A 24-hour ultimatum 
is ignored by Russia. B-50s easily atomize“ 
143 Soviet cities within the first 24 hours, 
Optimistic Americans chortle in glee. 

But six days later Craig is in Munich 
watching the slaughter of American and 
British forces. Russian Katusha rockets 
and artillery, made famous in World War 
II, pave the way for Russian infantry 
hordes, The American general appeals te 
Germans to “fight the Reds.“ The Rus- 
sians turn this appeal against us and 
France assaults our rear. We are driven 
out of Europe, the Middle East and Man- 
churia. 

Russian coastal defenses and interior for- 
tifications, as well as the immense under- 
ground and mountain caves that hide in- 
dustries, are impervious to A-bombs. The 
Reds occupy all Europe. '

Making “one of the most momentous de- 
cisions in the history of man at war,” we 
send planes to sow crop poisons in Russia. 
Russia, finally getting around to the 
A-bomb, slips through our defenses. Sub- 
marines launch atomic rockets into New 
York and Washington. Planes blast our 
interior cities, and sow deadly disease 
germs. Havoc reigns. British forces at- 
tempt a Normandy landing in the Baltic 
and are wiped out. 

We launch 112-foot, 1500-mile rockets 
from England into Russia. Russia bombs 


‘England to smithereens, a left-wing cabi- 


net takes over and Britain surrenders. Rus- 
sia and the United States begin experi- 
menting with the utmost horror —radioac- 
tive dusts. That is where the war is left— 
both contestants depleted and stalemated. 
It's ominous reading. A lot of people 
ought to ponder this book. Veterans and 
“experts” will find plenty to criticize. The 
use of airborne infantry is underplayed. 
There is no mention of a fifth column or 
sabotage, Nevertheless, read it and shiver!

METHODISTS CRITIC

Bishops Accuse Church of 
Denying Religious Freedom 
: in Spain, Italy. 


RIVERSIDE, Calif., May 8 (AP) 
—The Methodist National Council 
of Bishops has adopted a commit- 
tee report which states that “the 
Roman Catholic church should 
cease to misinform the American 
people by affirmations of lo alty 
to democratic ideals when delib- 
erately denying democratic re- 
ligious freedom wherever it has 
power to do so.” 

The council, representing all 
the denomination’s churches in 
the United States, approved the 
report of {ts committee on rela- 
tions with the Roman Catholic 
church. N 

This committee also cited what 
it termed “bigotry and discrimina- 
tion in Roman Catholic-controlled 
lands,” and said that in Argentina 
“law now requires the teaching of 
the Roman Catholic religion even 
in the schools of Protestant 
churches.”

The recent United States Su- 
preme Court decision affirming 
the constitutionality of state legis- 
lation for transportation of chil- 
dren to parochial schools was 
criticized by the committeé as “a 
departure from the American 
principle of the separgtion of the 
church and the state.’ 

“We shall resist all attempts of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy to 
secure public support for such 
schools and other religious enter- 
prises on the ground of the sepa- 
ration of church and state because 
we believe that such action will 
create a reaction here, as it has 
elsewhere, which may limit re- 
ligious freedom,” the committee 
said, . 

“The situation in Italy and 
Spain denies to Protestants the 
religious freedom which Protes- 
tants in the United States desire 
the Roman Catholics to enjoy,” 
the report said. i 

The committee report asked for 
discontinuation of the President's 
maintaining “a personal repre- 
sentative to the Pope without the 
consent of the representatives of 
the people.”

The American methods 
he introduced ran counter to tra- 
ditional British methods, but the 
establishment attracted crowds of 
curious Londoners, and the store 
became a. huge success. He be- 
came known as the “Marshall 
Field of England,” 


In 1927, Selfridge took over the 
business of William Whiteley & 
Co., a century-old British firm 
and formerly his greatest rival. 
The merger made Selfridge’s one 
of the four largest business or- 
ganizations of its kind in the 
world, operating a 350,000,000 
group of department stores 
throughout Britain with 13,000 
employes, 

Although he made two fortunes, 
a family spokesman said his 
wealth had been greatly reduced 
and “he could not properly be 
described as a wealthy man.”

About 3.9 general hospital beds 
are available for every thousand 
persons in St. Louis who are able 
to pay for hospitalization, the 
Doctors’, Medical Foundation, re- 
ported today after a survey. The 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice recommends a minimum of 4.5 
general hospital beds for each 
thousand population, the report 
stated. 9 

Distribution of hospitals in the 
city and adjacent area is not in 
accordance with density of popu- 
lation, the foundation, headed by 
Dr, Grey Jones, asserted, 

In St. Louis, with an estimated 
population of 840,000, there are 
29 general and allied hospitals 
with about 6000 beds. About 2700 
of the beds are used by patients 
who are not residents of the city 
or county or are beds available 
only in tax-supported city hospi- 
tal, the report said. 

„For an estimated 1946 popula- 
tion of 328,000 in St. Louis coun- 
ty,” the report continued, “the 
foundation’s studies disclosed only 
two hospitals with a total of 576 
general hospital beds. Three hun- 
dred twenty-one of these beds are 
either used by patients who are 
not residents of the county or 
city, or are beds available in the 
County Hospital. The average 
county family that pays for its 
hospitalization has available .78 
hospital beds per thousand popu- 
lation, or only one hospital bed 
for every 1286 residents.” 

Within a 50-mile Missouri radius 
of St. Louis, excluding the city 
and county, the survey showed 
there is one general hospital bed 


per thousand population. The 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice recommends residents of rural 
areas should have access to a 
metropolitan medical center on the 
asis of at least one bed per 


The Doctors’ Medical Founda- 
tion plans to build a hospital but 
ran into vigorous opposition when 
it sought to build on a 63-acre 
tract south of Manhasset Village 
in Brentwood.

Chief witness today was a wom- 
an named Kathleen Myers, 1813 
Cole street, who told of Smith 
having been struck by Alexander 
Castain,, a 7l-year-old peddler, in 
a hallway below Smith's quarters 
on the night of April 29. She said 
the three then went to a nearby 
tavern where Smith and Castaing 
“made up” and drank beer to- 
gethe:. Castaing is being held 
for investigation. 

She said Smith suffered no 
cuts on the face in fight and had 
no cuts when she left him at the 
entrance to his rooming house 
later in the evening. The next 
day she was told by “Slim” that 
Smith had been attacked by two 
men as he was entering his room. 

Patrolman George Peart. of the. 

Carr Street District testified of 
seeing Smith in front of his quar- 
ters about 1:8¢ a.m. April 30, 
without face injuries, and of see- 
ing him an hour later at Fifteenth 
street and Franklin avenue, with 
the injuries. Peart had the man 
taken to City Hospital] in an am- 
| bulance. 
Smith, 44 years oid, and a na- 
tive of Nashville, III., was gradu- 
ated from the St. Louis University 
dental school in 1925 and prac- 
ticed in Walnut Ridge, Ark., for 
10 years, Later he had offices in 
Du Quoin, Tamaroa and Nashville, 
III. He came to St. Louis about 
three years ago. The Myers“ 
woman said he practiced dentistry 
in his Franklin avenue room.

Wallboard Troubles. 


OME building materials are 

very temperamental and have 

to be handled just right or 

they go off and sulk. Wallboard, 

on the other hand, just asks for 
an even break here and there. 

The chief difficulty people have 


‘with wallboard is the cracks be- 


tween the sections. The people 
who make wallboard put out a 
special filler for these seams, A 


fraction of an inch should, be left 
between sections so that the filler 
can be applied. If the wallboard 
was put up without this space 
then the best way to cover up 
the seams is with wood laths. 

Wallboard should be nailed to 
solid partitions, not something 
that sways every time the wind 
blows. You can’t just tack it up 
either. Have a nail every four 
inches or so to prevent the wall- 
board from sagging. 

If wallboard is allowed to get 
moist it will expand. If there is 
no space between the various sec- 
tions the wall board is going to 
buige out and this is sure to com- 
plicate life. 

As to painting wallboard—that 
will vary with brands. Some kinds 
are made already sized for water 
paints but need a special sizing if 
oil paints are to be used. Check 
with your local dealer befote you 
start splashing paint around.

No President before Lin- 
coln had whiskers (although Van 
Buren affected for a time a bit 
of sideburn fringe). Until 1858 the 
cartoonists’ conception of Uncle 
Sam—their. own creature—was a 
tall and lanky yet smooth-shaven 
man. The chinpiece had not ap- 
peared. 

Thus when Palmer came to 
town, whiskers had been virtually 
non-existent for at least 100 years. 
He was an honest kindly man of 
many intellectual interests. He was 
also quite immovable in the mat- 
ter of principle, which in his case 
included the right to wear a full 
and flowing beard. ‘ 

Everywhere he went small boys 
threw stones and shouted “Old 
Palmer!” and made life miserable 
for his son, Tom. Women sniffed 
and crossed to the other side of 
the street when they saw him com- 
ing. The windows of his modest 
home were broken by unknown 
rowdies, Grown men jeeréd him 
openly. The Rev. r. George 
Trask, local pastor, took Palmer to 
task for his eccentricity; but 
Palmer replied with exact Scrip- 
tural reasons for beard-wearing. 


He apparently knew every whis- 
ker reference in the Bible. 

In spite of the snubs of the con- 
gregation, Palmer never missed 
a church service, but one Sunday 
he quite justifiably lost his 
usually serene temper. It was a 
communion Sunday in 1830. Pal- 
mer knelt with the rest, only to 
be publicly humiliated: when the 
officiating clergyman ignored him, 
“passed him by with the com- 
munion bread and wine.” Palmer 
was cut to the quick. He arose 
and strode to the communion 
table. He lifted the cup to his 
lips to took a mighty swig. Then: 
“I love my Jesus,” he shouted in 
a voice loud with hurt and an- 
ger, “as well, and better, than 
any of you!” Then he went home.

FEW days later, as he was 

coming out of his house he was 

seized by four men who were 
armed with shears, brush, soap, 
and razor. They told him it was 
the sentiment of the town that 
the beard should come off. When 
Palmer started to struggle, the 
four men threw him to the 
ground, seriously injuring his 
back. But he had just begun to 
fight. As they were about to 
apply the shears, Palmer managed 
to get a jackknife out of his 
pocket. He laid about him wild- 
ly, cutting two of his assailants in 
their legs, not seriously but suffi- 
ciently to discourage any barber 
work. When Palmer stood up, 
hurt and’ bleeding, his gorgeous 
beard was intact, 

Presently he was arrested, 
charged “with an unprovoked as- 
sault.” Fined by Justice Brig- 
ham, he refused to pay the nom- 
inal fine. Matter of principle, he 
said. He was put in the county 
jail at Worcester and there he 
remained for more than a year, 
part of the time in solitary con- 
finement. Even here he had to 
fight with fury, for Jailer Bellows 
came with several men with the 
idea of removing the now. famous 
beard. Palmer threw himself at 
them with such effect that the

Palmer also succeess- 
fully defended the beard against 
two attempts by prisoners, who 
vowed to shave it off. 

Palmer wrote letters which he 
managed to smuggle out to his 
son, who took them to the Wor- 
cester “Spy.” They were pub- 
lished and soon were widely 
copied by other newspapers. In 
his letters, the bearded prisoner 
stated that he was in jail not 
for assault, but because he chose 
to wear whiskers—which was un- 
questionably the case. He com- 
plained about the food and of 
the quarters, but worse, said he, 
was the lack of any religious life 
behind the bars.

People all over Massachusetts 
were soon reading these letters. 


They began to talk and to re- 
flect: Was it not inherent in the 
Constitution that a man could 
wear, on his back or on his face, 
what he pleased?

AY after day he sat in his 
D limbo, keeping a journal of his 

persecutions. Time after time 
he told the officers that they had 
put him there and they should have 
to take him out. “I won’t walk a 
single step toward freedom,” he 
roared through the bars.

He sat there in a chair like 
a whiskered Buddha until the des- 
perate sheriff and jailers picked 
him up in his chair and. carried 
him to the street.

And at last, many years be- 
fore he died, the whiskers, you 
might say, of all America came 
into fullest glory. The second com- 
ing of — beard was sudden, an 
almost instantaneous growth that 
covered the face of the male Unit- 
ed States. 

Palmer was immensely happy, a 
true prophet who had lived to see 
his justification and his glory, Yet 
he was no man to gloat. Only once 
does he seem to have remarked 
on the greatly changed styles of 
men’s faces. That was when he 
met the same Reverend Trask who 
had so churlishly upbraided him 
many years before for wearing his 
beard. Trask himself was now 
wearing a luxuriant growth. Meet- 
ing him on a Fitchburg street, 
Palmer stroked his own beard and 
remarked: “Knowest thou that 
thy Redeemer liveth?” 

Joe Palmer died in 1875, when

NY kind of layer cake batter 
can be used successfully for 
cup cakes. But it is impos- 
sible to give exact baking direc- 
tions without knowing what kind 


of cup cake or muffin pans are 


used, Unfortunately, there are so 
many sizes, shapes and depths of 
cups in these pans that the same 
directions will not apply to all. 
The only help that one can offer 
is to int out the factors that 
influence the results and count on 
the home baker keeping these in 
mind when she makes these cakes. 
Whatever the size the cups should 
always be filled about half full of 
batter go that when cakes are 
baked, their tops round slightly 
up over the cups. Every cup must 
contain the same amount of bat- 
ter so that the baked cakes will 
be uniform in size and shape. To 
obtain uniform amounts of batter 
for each cup requires some extra 
manipulation of the batter and be- 
cause of this extra handling, about 
25 per cent more baking powder 
should be used. Since there is 
such a small amount of batter in 
each cup compared to a layer of 
cake, baking takes place faster 
and a slightly higher temperature 
is used for baking and a shorter 
baking period. Cup cakes should 
be baked until barely done. When 
touched lightly with tip of finger, 
the cake should spring back. 
Never bake until cake pulls away 
from sides of pan. To do so re- 
sults in too dry cakes.» They are 
done when cake just begins to 
show signs of pulling away. So 
baking time will also vary aceord-

willing to follow the leader, We 
are. But we want something in 
that leader beyond his pride of 
Riace and power. We want an 


understanding, friendly, co-opera- 
tive spirit combined with learning 

d skill. That is not too much 
o expect of a leader.

AND WE expect our leader to 
be able to do what he asks of us 
and do it better. More. We want 
him to prove it. For example, 
we are not enthusiastic about a 
superintendent who has not en- 
tered a classroom for a generation 
telling us how to reorganize our 
work, discard 
ways at a conference where we 
are not allowed either to question 
or debate the new ideas. 

We want that superintendent to 
rove to us that he is a capable 
eacher in the classroom, using 
hia new ideas and new methods. 
When he refuses to do that, re- 
fuses us the right to question his 
orders in order to make clear the 
Way we are to go, we shrug him 
off as a loss and a handicap. He 
is falling back upon his position, 
his caste, to impose on us an idea 
foreign to our experience and, if 
the truth be told, his own.
